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Question: For many years I have been 
using the holy anointing oil compounded 
according to Exod. 30:22-25. The last 
druggist I had to make it up for me did 
not want to do it. Do you think that it 
is wrong for me to use this oil?—H. V. 
Cc. 

Answer: To begin with, the formula 
for the holy anointing oil was given to 
Moses and directions were given that he 
should anoint the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, the ark of the testimony, the 
table and all the vessels of the Lord, and 
set them apart with a ceremony in which 
the oil was used. The 32nd verse says, 
“Upon man’s flesh shall it not be poured, 
neither shall ye make any other like it, 
after the composition of it: it is holy, and 
it shall be holy unto you.” This oil served 
its purpose in carrying out the ceremonies 
of the law and there is no New Testament 
scripture to point in any way to its use 
during New Testament times. The use of 
oil in anointing, according to James 5:14, 
was not intended as a medicine to heal 
but rather as an act of obedience, for the 
15th verse declares, ““And the prayer of 
faith shall save the sick, and the Lord 
shall raise him up.” It is evident that in 
New Testament times pure olive oil-was 
used in anointing, and this for the sick 
was specified to be done by the elders of 
the Church. 


Question: Does the devil have power to 
heal or can he heal? What about the scrip- 
ture where people will say, ‘““Haven’t we 
cast out devils in thy name?”—G. T. 

Answer: In the beginning God created 
man perfect. His perfection was physical 
as well as spiritual. The body is created a 
self-healing body, therefore in the ab- 
sence of infection it will heal, for Na- 
ture (God) has so constructed it. Satan 
afflicts with disease germs and other 
methods to cause men to suffer, there- 
fore it may be that since he lays his hand 
upon people, if it were to his glory he 
could take his hand off. However, when 
affliction is raised it is God who does the 
healing. 


Question: Please explain Matt. 24:15. 
What is the abomination of desolation 
that will stand in the holy place?—W. 
T. M. . 

Answer: The words within themselves 
mean desolating filthiness. The removal 
of the stated worship of God and the set- 
ting up of the idol altar on Jehovah’s 
altar of burnt offerings by Antiochus 
Epiphanes who dedicated the temple unto 
Jupiter Olympus, was styled as the abom- 
ination of desolation. Josephus and the

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Behold the Lamb of God!

My text is taken from the Gospel ac- 
cording to St. John, 1st chapter and 29th 
verse, “The next day John seeth Jesus 
coming unto him, and saith, Behold the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world.” 

This scripture was uttered by that in- 
spired man of God, John the Baptist, who 
witnessed of our Lord and Master Jesus 
Christ. This title, “the Lamb of God,” 
was applied to Christ by this great spirit- 
ual character. He had been preaching re- 
pentance but only by water baptism, also 
he preached of our Messiah’s first coming 
which had long been predicted by proph- 
ets of old. Therefore, John the Baptist 
was the harbinger whom the prophets un- 
der the law had prophesied would come. 

It was very obvious that John’s posi- 
tion was not that of the Messiah, as some 
had proclaimed, since the Word of God 
reveals the fact by his own words. “I am 
not the Christ,” he said, “I am the voice 
of one crying in the wilderness, Make 
straight the way of the Lord, as said the 
prophet Esaias.” He confessed that he 
only baptized with water, “but there 
standeth one among you, whom ye know 
not; he it is, who coming after me is pre- 
ferred before me, whose shoe’s latchet I 
am not worthy to unloose. He shall bap- 
tize you with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire.” So it is very clear that John the 
Baptist’s mission had been consummated 
and the fulfilling of the law thereby 
brought us on a threshold of a new era, 
when we were ushered into a new dis- 
pensation of light (a day of grace). 
“Grace and truth came by Jesus Christ. 
And I saw and bare record that this is the 
Son of God.” The testimony of this god- 
ly man is above reproach as he has set 
forth what we might term ocular evi- 
dence, which established in his own mind 
that Jesus Christ was the coming Messiah 
and the Son of God, since it was revealed 
is not merely flesh and blood but by the 
illumination of the Holy Spirit. 

Now, as we have read in our text we 
find this John the Baptist standing 
with two of his disciples. Jesus had been 
in the wilderness of temptation, and is 
now returning to John who had previous- 
ly baptized Him with water. As John 
looked out in the distance he beheld Je- 
sus and we can almost see him point his 
finger and say, “Behold the Lamb of God 
which taketh away the sin of the world.” 
This is a great testimony, far more signif- 
icant than the lamb that was slain under 
the Levitical Law which was a type of the 
Lamb of God. 

John was a spiritual character born 
under the law. Now the lamb under the 
law atoned for sin and reconciled man to 
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God. However, there is a great contrast 
between the sacrifice of lambs under the 
law as that was natural while the Lamb 
of God was a spiritual character since it 
was God incarnate, that is God in the 
flesh. He not only atoned for our sins 
but made provision for us which justifies 
us before God and brings us back into 
relationship with God from our fallen and 
depraved state. Of all the legal sacrifices 
He chooses a lamb because it is an emblem 
of meekness, of innocence, as Christ must 
be led as a lamb to slaughter, spoken of 
by the great Prophet Isaiah. 

I wish to call your attention to the 
contrast between the words “innocence” 
and “purity.” The lamb sacrificed under 
the law was the emblem of innocence, as 
we already have stated, while Christ was 
not only innocent but He was pure and 
holy. Let us give an example to note the 
difference. A babe one year old is inno- 
cent and the man and woman confined in 
prison will maintain their innocence dur- 
ing their time of confinement in such an 
institution. However, they might have 
been placed there by the dealing of jus- 
tice of the legal authorities as a result 
of some atrocious crime. Perhaps the man, 
a bank robber, or the woman, a harlot, 
while they are innocent yet they are not 
pure and holy. The thought I am con- 
veying to you is this: that their sinful 
operations are curbed by the works of 
the law, yet in their individual lives they 
are vile and corrupt characters. This is an 
illustration which is so vividly portrayed 
to establish in your minds that there is a 
vast difference between innocence and 
purity. We might say virtue does not be- 
come virtue unless it can be submerged 
into the depths of sin and iniquity only 
to rise to the surface victorious, trium- 
phant over such woeful foes. 

Now this is what Jesus did, the Lamb 
of God, being tempted and tried in this 
sin-cursed world. He left His heavenly 
home in glory, departing from His heav- 
enly Father and coming into a dark, cruel 
world—the midnight of sin. He, the Sun 
of righteousness, fulfilled His mission in 
obedience to His heavenly Father. He 
gave Himself on Calvary’s cross. His life 
was without a spot, without a blemish. 
He attained all the virtues and attributes 
of God. Certainly when John bore wit- 
ness to Jesus, saying that He was the 
Lamb of God, he recognized within his 
own heart, as well as his eye, Christ’s 
mission into the world as our Savior. As a 
matter of fact, flesh and blood had not 
revealed it unto him, therefore, St. John 
stood in realization of the present truth 
in Him. 

This was a type of the antitype. He 


went to His death voluntarily, not as a 
hero, not as a martyr, but as the Lamb of 
God which taketh away the sin of the 
world. 


You might be pondering in your mind 
just what the sin of the world is. In a 
few words it is unbelief in God, in God’s 
promises, therefore we become disobedi- 
ent to those promises and His Word shall 
separate us from God and shall place us 
in a different sphere which is the whole 
world’s attitude, because the world is at 
enmity with God. Sin is in opposition to 
God, likewise the world is in opposition to 
God. That places every man, woman, and 
child born into this world in the class of 
sinners. “All have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God.” Therefore, provision 
had to be made for our reconciliation as 
we had been annihilated from the family 
of God through Adam and Eve’s trans- 
gression. Thanks be to God, He has pro- 
vided a lamb that will bear this sin from 
us as Abraham of old told his son, that 
God Himself would provide a lamb. 


Perhaps you remember the story of 
Jacob who had a vision of that celestial 
stairway and the angels ascend’ng and 
descending, which was also a type of 
Christ, whereby we are permitted to 
aspire our spiritual home and our in- 
heritance that is reserved for us who 
meet the conditions of believing in this 
Lamb of God, having faith in His graces, 
also that He did shed His blood on Cal- 
vary’s cross as He bore the sin for us and 
bears it from us as the scapegoat in Lev. 
16:21. God could have killed the sinners, 
it was possible, but He is the God of 
love. He had compassion upon humanity 
and thereby He did not suffer all human- 
ity to be cast into the depths of hell, or 
eternal darkness. In providing this Lamb 
of God He abolished the sin of the world 
and yet spared the sinner as Christ be- 
came sin for us. Of course, we must re- 
member here that inasmuch as you and I 
have been bought with the price, this 
price which was the Lamb of God slain 
from the foundation of the world, is a 
provision, that is, we must meet the con- 
ditions by having faith in Christ, the 
blood being the object, since it is through 
the efficacy of the blood that all sin is 
eradicated. “Though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as wool; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be as white 
as snow.” 


I trust that we believe in the Word of 
God as being the inspired Word of God, 
that we believe in the Lamb of God and 
that we are drinking daily from the 
fountain of living waters, that we may 
see with the eye of faith that Jesus Christ 
is the Lamb of God. As in contrast with 
John, he pointed to Jesus with the natural 
eye, I point you with the spiritual eye to 
the Lamb of God which taketh away the 
sin of the world. 
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Sacrifice, “THE valiant Greeks move on. Neither rough 
Service and mountains, nor deep snow, nor bitter cold, nor 
Reward overwhelming arms stop them. 


"The price in toil and blood and tears is ter- 
rific. Fuel is scarce, food and clothing inadequate. But Greece 
is united in purpose and action.” 

These are the words of Cleveland E. 
Dodge in a special appeal for help to the 
Near East Foundation in giving hospi- 
tal, ambulance, first aid service, etc., to 
those suffering in Greece.

fighting against the forces of Satan 

that would invade the religious world 

and that would steal away the faith of the fathers, stood un- 
compromisingly and unflinchingly for the old time religion, and 
were burned at the stake, were thrown to the wild beasts, were 
thrust through with swords, slain or crucified. Their lives were 
given for their faith and, though the view of an onlooker might 
have been sufficient to cause one to believe that Christianity 
would perish from the earth like the mad spreading of a wild 
fire, every scourge to put it out seemed to scatter it and cause 
it to catch in some other nation or community and in a little 
while the religion of our Lord was flourishing again. 

The same sacrifice required in a literal fight against an in- 
vading enemy is necessary in the fight against the forces of evil 
that would steal, crush and destroy the hopes of those who have 
given their lives to the One who died to make men free. But 
like the Greeks who stand mightily against the force of an in- 
vading nation that would cause them to cease to be, the child 
of God must stand unflinchingly and uncompromisingly against 
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been that some were there just for sight- 

seeing, some for the name of attending 
a presidential inauguration, and some perhaps for the purpose 
of criticising; but, in general, there was a feeling of thankful- 
ness that we were living in a nation where the people could 
choose their own president, and after having chosen him attend 
an open inaugural celebration without a fear of riot. The prayer 
for the nation that floated out on the zephyrs of the breeze just 
before the president was sworn in and another one immediate- 
ly following, asking God’s guidance and divine approval upon 
the work of our authorities, leads us to know that we are still 
in a country where God is acknowledged and that His guidance 
in affairs of state is sought. Let us remember that the Bible 
teaches us that we should pray for those in authority and in 
this trying hour, when the world is wrapped in turmoil and 
uneasiness, they, as never before, need the prayers of all of 
God’s people. God is still on the throne, He still rules in the 
hearts of men, He holds the destiny of nations in His hands, and 
is able to keep that which is committed unto Him.

When I think of the time away back 
in the earlier years of the progress of this 
work, I think of one Rev. Richard G. 
Spurling, a Baptist minister. He became 
dissatisfied with his church and longed 
for freedom. He preached two long years 
and then on Au- 
gust 19, 1886, ef- 
fected an organiza- 
tion at Barney 
Creek meeting 
' house, Monroe 
County, Tennessee, 
extended invitation 
to those present 
thus: (I quote 
from The History 
of The Church of 
God, by Rev. E. L. 
Simmons) “As 
many Christians as are here present, that 
are desirous to be free from all man-made 
creeds and traditions, and are willing to 
take the New Testament or the law of 
Christ, as your only rule of faith and 
practice, giving each other equal rights 
and privileges to read and interpret for 
yourselves as your conscience may dictate 
and are willing to sit together as the 
Church of God to transact business as the 
same, come forward.” 

Eight persons joined in the union. 
Whereupon the business session adopted 
the name “Christian Union.” Rev. Rich- 
ard G. Spurling, Jr., became a member 
and was chosen as pastor of the church. 
Brother Spurling, Sr., died soon afterward, 
aged seventy-four. The work grew very 
slowly. 

Ten years later, 1896, three brethren, 
Martin, Tipton, and McNabb, feeling es- 
pecially directed, went to Cherokee Coun- 
ty, North Carolina, and held a revival at 
the Shearer Schoolhouse, after which a 
Sunday School was organized and prayer 
meetings were held in the home of Rev. 
W. F. Bryant, prominent citizen there 
and one who is today here, a minister in 
the Church of God. The baptism of the 
Holy Ghost fell on many of the Cherokee 
seekers. 

Brother Spurling, Jr., conducted many 
revivals among these people. Then on May 
15, 1902, in W. F. Bryant’s home, he or- 
ganized or rather reorganized under the 
name of “The Holiness Church at Camp 
Creek.” 

In 1903 in the revival five more were 
added to the church. One minister, two 
deacons ordained. The new minister was 
Rev. A. J. Tomlinson, who had come 
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from Indiana. Reverend Tomlinson was 
selected as pastor that year. Fourteen 
more were added to the Church. 

In 1904 one church was organized in 
Georgia; two more in Tennessee. Work 
increased, with more evangelists and more 
revivals resulting in more churches. 


In 1905 there was a demand for a gen- 
eral gathering of ministers and members 
to search the Bible for additional light 
and knowledge. Thus a general meeting 
was called by Reverend Tomlinson, pas- 
tor of the church at Camp Creek. On 
January 26 and 27, 1906, at the home of 
J. C. Murphy, Cherokee County, one- 
half mile from Shearer Schoolhouse, the 
first General Assembly was held, at- 
tended by twenty-one persons. The first 
resolution was (I quote again from the 
History): “We do-not consider our- 
selves a legislative or executive body, but 
judicial only.” This resolution remains in 
our Minutes until this day. 


During 1906 some of the officials 
moved to Bradley County, Tennessee. 
Reverend Tomlinson was moderator and 
clerk of the second Assembly, where Rev. 
M. S. Lemons, R. G. Spurling, Jr., and W. 
F. Bryant were the principal speakers. The 
name of the church was considered, and 
it was unanimously decided that the name 
be “Church of God” which is to all of us 
Church of God preachers a very impor- 
tant Assembly ruling. 


In 1907 a great revival was conducted 
in Cleveland, Tennessee, where many per- 
sons (including our late Rev. Flavius J. 
Lee, Rev. T. L. McLain, and others) re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
Following the revival this very lot on the 
corner of Twenty-fourth and _ Peoples 
Streets, the place from which this broad- 
cast is coming to you, was donated and 
the first church house was built. 


The third annual Assembly was moder- 
ated by the Rev. A. J. Tomlinson, pas- 
tor of the local church, who received his 
baptism of the Holy Ghost on Sunday 
following this Assembly. With the Holy 
Ghost fire aflame, catching from heart to 
heart, revivals were spreading everywhere. 
By 1910 there was reported twenty-seven 
churches organized with eight hundred 
and fifty members in one year, bringing 
the total number of churches up to fifty- 
eight and the membership to 1,855. I am 
informed that our Brother T. S. Payne 
was at that time associated with the 
Church of God. The state overseers were 
appointed for the first time over eight re- 
spective territories. The Church of God 


experienced a rapid growth, and by 1920 
the membership had reached over four- 
teen thousand. The tithe of tithes to 
Headquarters was over $16,000. It was 
during this year that the Cleveland audi- 
torium was built and at the Assembly it 
was decided to have all the tithes of local 
churches sent to Headquarters, which in 
course of time was the prelude to a dark 
picture, for the chief executive took the 
unfortunate step, which two years later 
inevitably resulted in his excommunica- 
tion and an unpleasant lawsuit for the 
property. This, however, ultimately re- 
sulted in a complete victory for the 
Church, giving her the name “Church of 
God” and all her general properties. 


Our people surprisingly sustained this 
shock, for under the kind, patient, loving 
direction of our late Brother Flavius J. 
Lee as General Overseer, the records show 
that the Church continually grew in 
membership and churches, as well as in 
finances, so that five years later at the 
end of this precious man’s life the mem- 
bership stood at over 24,000. 

At the Assembly in 1928 Rev. S. W. 
Latimer was selected Assistant General 
Overseer to Brother Lee, who died-the last 
day of the Assembly, and Brother Lati- 
mer became General Overseer and was re- 
elected to succeed himself for seven years, 
during which time the Church paid off 
all the general indebtedness and made 
wonderful progress, until our auditorium 
and accommodations were far too inade- 
quate to provide for the great Assemblies, 
therefore, for the past seven or eight 
years our Assemblies have been in the 
large auditoriums of Chattanooga and 
Atlanta. 

By 1930 the Church had grown until 
the membership stood nearly 26,000. At 
the 1940 Assembly, just ten years later, 
the membership had reached 83,552, with 
2,154 churches and missions in twenty- 
one foreign countries, so spaced around 
the world that the sun never sets on her 
work. 

She now has an army of ministers of 
nearly three thousand, who last year 
preached over 190,000 sermons, winning 
over 30,000 to conversion. There were 
20,000 sanctified, 16,000 filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and some 20,000 added to 
the Church, resulting in a gain of mem- 
bership of 13,329 in one year alone. 
Praise God! 

Then, the finances also were greatly in- 
creased. The tithes alone, paid by local 
churches (to say nothing of the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars paid on buildings 
and improvements) was nearly _ three- 
quarters of a million dollars for the short 
Assembly year of 1940. This amount rep- 
resents over $40,000, more than twice 
the amount paid in the year 1935, or over 
three times the amount in 1930, or an in- 
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Answering the Call of God

A holy life 
made so by feeding upon the Word of 
God, prayer and attendance upon public 
church worship. Can you hear the ur- 
gent call, “Who will go and work for 
me today?” Every child of God should 
be a soul winner for Jesus in a personal 
way which was so successful in the apos- 
tolic days and is yet today, if practiced. 


After having answered the first call of 
God and going on in Christ, there are 
other calls that are most vital to our 
eternal destiny and reward. One of, per- 
haps if not, the greatest, is the call of

Greetings and joy be yours! Just home, 
my heart runs over with praise. Our fall 
meetings at Wang Tsun are over and I 
opened them at Yeh Tou and left the 
workers to carry on. The meetings at 
Wang Tsun were a great blessing. The 
testimonies still ring in my soul. A sister 
told of the first steps in Christian life, of 
the beating she got when she prayed, but 
she did not give up. She took all to Jesus 
in prayer, and lives for God. Many say she 
leaves a Christlike trail behind her daily 
work, even when she would make jamb- 
bing (that is, drying millet paste on a 
hot iron for bread) she would sing Ps. 
23. One day her mother-in-law heard her 
sing, and came and in the hurry missed 
her but hit the fire. The cornstocks flew 
out and set her garments on fire. Her 
anger was great but our sister dropped on 
her knees and prayed for her, and the dear 
Lord touched her body. The mother-in- 
law said it had done good and she became 
different. It was not long till she came to 
church to get saved, and on Sunday, the 
13th of October, she lined up for the 
march to the river and was baptized in 
water with eighteen more. Pray for those 
nineteen souls. I wept for joy as I lifted 
her up and saw the outstretched arms of 
the daughter-in-law, waiting for her 
mother. At holy communion they em- 
braced each other, the Holy Spirit fell, 
and the old mother cried out, ‘Though 
I walk through the valley of the shadow 
of death, I will fear no evil, our God is 
able.” 

It would not be fair to overlook the 
register. It shows only those that stopped 
for meals, and there are 627. The spirit 
was unity and the preaching was power- 
ful and many souls repented. Outstand- 
ing is a man and his mother. The two led 
a life that was, plainly speaking, -worse 
than hell. But what a change when Jesus 
comes into the heart. He goes through 
with His covenant engagements. What- 
ever He takes in hand He will accom- 
plish; hence it is safe to say, past mercies 
are only steppingstones to greater things, 
to a brighter future.

All must have a 
Bible and they have gone up in price 
300% and that puts the Word of God 
out of reach of many, but the Chinese do 
not complain. They are always ready to 
make the best of all, yet some came and 
asked if we could not give the children 
that have no food a bowl of millet a day. 
Christmas! How we would love to give 
out some Bibles or even a yard of cloth to 
some poor soul or a little meal to the ones 
that have none! At this time we walk the 
pathway of sorrow and joy, of suffering 
and healing balm, of tears and smiles, of 
conflicts and triumphs, of hardships and 
perils, of trouble and distress. We wade 
through all more than conquerors through 
Him who said, “Go ye into all the 
world.” Let’s thank Him for all! Let’s 
take the weights as well as the wings, and 
thus divinely impelled, let’s press on with 
faith and patience in our high and heav- 
enly calling. Our Lord will soon - say, 
Come unto me and rest, and our works 
shall follow us. 

Beloved, in this needy hour my soul 
looks to Him and you. He never fails!

Galloway, age 36, pastor of the First 
Methodist Church here, proposed today 
dissolution of all Protestant churches and 
the ‘enforced’ formation by the govern- 
ment of a national Protestant Church.’ 
“American churches will never come to- 
gether in a unified manner for a great 
world-wide effort without being forced,” 
he declared in an interview. ‘“RELIGI- 
OUS FREEDOM HAS BEEN THE 
MOST DEVASTATING FORCE OF 
THE CHURCH WORK. Instead of 
bringing us together, it has separated us 
into numerous sects and denominations. 
IT IS TIME FOR THE STATE TO 
SAY: ‘ALL WILL COME INTO ONE 
GROUP. WE WILL DO AWAY WITH 
ALL PROTESTANT DENOMINA- 
TIONS AND MAKE YOU ALL TO 
COME INTO ONE, OR ELSE YOU 
CANNOT SURVIVE. In other words, 
church and state will not be separated. 
Separation has caused a lot of religious 
antagonisms. SEPARATION OF 
CHURCH AND STATE NEEDS TO 
BE DONE AWAY WITH.” There you 
are, my brethren! There you are, you fol- 
lowers of John Wesley! Evidently, you 
have nourished a viper in your bosom! 
Wasn’t it Arkansas that recently ban- 
ished, rightfully, the Commonwealth La- 
bor College at Mena? They were alleged 
to have been un-American in their doc- 
trines and teachings at Mena. What about 
this preacher at Forrest City? “Strain at 
a gnat and swallow a camel?” The very 
idea of a supposedly God-called and God- 
anointed preacher urging that the free- 
dom and liberty of religious worship be 
restricted. THE SPIRIT OF ANTI- 
CHRIST WORKS EVEN IN THE 
RANKS OF THE MINISTRY. 


“Pasadena, Calif., January 13.—The 
California Institute of Technology seis- 
mograph recorded today the first major 
earthquake of 1941. Laboratory attend- 
ants said strong earthquakes were re- 
corded at 8:48 and 8:51, at a distance of 
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about 6,300 miles. Direction not stated.” 


“Melbourne, January 15. — Violent 
earth shocks tonight rocked the Rabaul 
district of the South Pacific Island of 
New Guinea. The earthquake jolted the 
island with successive tremors for half a 


' day and were continuing this evening, ac- 


cording to reports from Rabaul, the New 
Guinea capital. No estimates of casual- 
ties or damages were given but it was 
said the quake, worst in 30 years, had 
wrecked several homes and _ plantations. 
The tremblers were widespread and were 
not connected with any volcanic eruption 
such as the one that wrought great devas- 
tation at Rabaul May 19, 1937.” Please 
notice the geographical locations of these 
various quakes. Remember the Lord said, 
“IN DIVERS PLACES.” Within a few 
short weeks the quakes run from northern 
United States to far-off New Guinea; in 
the last few months, Turkey, Rumania, 
Bulgaria, California, Maine (other New 
England States), Australia, New Guinea, 
and other places as yet undetermined by 
the seismographs. 


“Den Pasar, Bali, January 14. — The 
people of Bali, island of dusky beauties, 
turned out by the thousands today for a 
mass cremation of 1,200 bodies during 
the funeral of a priest of noble rank. The 
bodies, some of persons long dead, were 
disinterred by relatives who saw in the 
occas on an opportunity for the spirits of 
the dead to accompany the priest’s soul 
to heaven. The island’s entire populaticn 
participated in the day-long rites for, to 
the Balinese, the funeral was an occasion 
for joyous celebration, explosion of fire- 
crackers, and dancing. Laughing natives 
carried a tinsel and silk bedecked s'xty- 
foot tower, containing the priest’s body. 
Smaller, less ornate towers bore the ex- 
humed bodies of ordinary persons.” Our 
readers will be quick to brand the oc- 
casion mentioned above as _ paganistic. 
Quite right. Isn’t it as silly to meet 
together, pay priests, chant  litur- 
gies, partake of mass, pronounce benedic- 
tions upon the departed and, not only 
that, pray to men and women long since 
dead? THAT IS DONE HERE IN 
AMERICA. 


“Vatican City, Jan. 19.—Pope Pius 
XII blessed today the first group of some 
6,000 Agnus Dei which will be distrib- 
uted to the faithful. An Agnus Dei is 2 
small wax disc, stamped with the figure 
of a lamb, Roman Catholic symbol of Je- 
sus Christ, and covered with cloth. They 
were worn or carried during devotions. 
Altogether about 500 were blessed by the 
Pope and other church dignitaries.” Seems 
as silly and inane as the actions of the 
Balinese, doesn’t it? Catholics seem in- 
clined to place curative and redemptive 
powers in such tokens. Another of the 
superstitions fostered by Pagan Rome. 

The following “‘ad” in a late LIBERTY 
is very informative: 

“IN A WORLD OF STRIFE 
“THERE’S PEACE IN BEER. 

“In these bewildering times, where can 
a man turn to replenish the wells ‘of his 
courage—to repair the wells of his faith? 
sti *You—and all men—need each day 
your hour of peace! A quiet hour, at 
evening, when you can shed the mantle 
of your worries and don the slippers of 
content. An old friend music, a faithful 
dog—these belong to your hour of peace. 
SO, TOO, DOES A GLASS OF MEL- 
LOW BEER OR ALE.” Put that “ad” 
selling beer over against the words of 
God: “There is no peace, saith God, to 
the wicked.” Or, “The wicked are like 
the troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt.” In 
these troublous and perilous times, men 
will more and more turn to beer and other 
artifices for that moment of peace. THE 
MAN THAT KNOWS GOD, HOW- 
EVER, WILL HAVE A PEACE THAT 
PASSETH UNDERSTANDING.

There are also many _ personal 
workers and missionaries who would not 
have been able to fully use their talents 
had it not been for the B. T. S. The Bible 
School is growing with great rapidity. 
The Church of God is making much 
progress and now a greater vision for the 
education of sincere Christian people has 
been seen.

The 
right kind of an education helps us to 
understand and preach the gospel in a 
way which will yield greater results and 
persuade more souls to accept the true 
teachings of the Word of God. 

This year the Assembly expressed its 
desire to have even better educational ad- 
vantages for our workers. This is, we feel, 
another milestone towards furthering the 
cause of Christ. In order for us to have 
a Junior College, we must have a larger 
library. For the library to meet the re- 
quirements of the State, we must have 
hundreds of books that will cost thou- 
sands of dollars.

I wonder if 
our churches are not adding to the num- 
ber of those committing such crimes. 
So many churches say: “We want a pastor 
who has a wife and no children.”

crease of 468 per cent over 1923. 

The mission money raised last year was 
the largest increase we have ever had. For 
the last five years the church has raised 
almost FOUR times the total amount of 
missions raised in the twelve previous 
years. 

Our Publishing House is doing by far 
the greatest business in its history. Our 
publications are growing. 

The Orphanage, which lies next to our 
hearts, is making progress. The $40,000 
new home on Lee Highway, now under 
construction, will add greatly in taking 
care of our boys. 

Our Bible School is still growing. Onc 
of our first problems in establishing our 
Bible College this year is that the present 
home, the old Murphy College, costing 
approximately $225,000, is too small! 
More buildings must be provided. 

Recently I was amused in reading the 
message (entitled “The Task of the 
Church in Community Building”) of Dr. 
Liston Pope, Yale University professor, as 
he addressed a large group of listeners in 
conference at Blue Ridge, North Caro- 
lina, as it appeared in the Asheville Citi- 
zen, Asheville, North Carolina, Friday, 
June 28, 1940. “The rise of new sects, 
such as the Church of God, is the most 
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interesting and significant aspect of re- 
cent church history in the South,” said 
the Yale University professor. Under the 
caption of FAILURE OF OLDER 
CHURCHES, he stated: ‘The main cause 
is the failure of older churches to meet 
the need of the people. Eighty per cent 
of the members of the sect were formerly 
members of the older churches but be- 
came disgruntled about some way in 
which the church was not satisfying their 
need.” “Economics is a factor, for they 
flourish most in depression times. The 
poor join and find compensation for their 
poverty in the hope for the other world.” 
“However,” in the next paragraph of the 
article he states, “they tithe always, giv- 
ing more on the average than the church 
members in the richer, up-town 
churches. Dressing immodestly, drink- 
ing, wearing jewelry and dancing are 
against their beliefs. Thus, the sect is a 
moral community in comparison with the 
churches, social institutions, which allow 
membership all respected people, who 
wish to join, with little regard to what 
kind of life they live.” 

Then I received a letter just a few days 
ago from Reverend J. R. Moseley, a 
blessed man of God, filled with the Holy 
Spirit, who recently has written a book, 
entitled Manifest Victory, which is be- 
ing published by Harper Brothers, New 
York and London. And he writes: “I have 
been much pleased that you are seeking to 
build up the Church of God upon a true 
understanding, rather than upon a nar- 
row misconception.” 

I should say the Church of God is 
growing! Much could be said about the 
progress; but we say now, May God bless 
the Church of God and may she ever be 
alive and in constant touch with almighty 
God, avoiding every hindrance possible, 
thus growing in the beauty of holiness to 
the greatest possible source of blessing to 
this world in the salvation of men until 
Jesus shall come or call. Amen!

author of the first book of Maccabees 
refer to this as the accomplishment of 
Daniel’s prophecy in declaring that “they 
set up the abomination of desolation upon 
the altar.” First Maccabees 1:59-67; Jo- 
sephus A. and P. 12:54-76. Jesus quoted 
the words as we have them in the ques- 
tion, and refers possibly to the invasion 
of Jerusalem by the Romans and the 
abomination of desolation in the holy 
place when Hadrian set up the figure of 
a boar over the Bethlehem gate of the 
city. The scripture, however, evidently 
refers to an act that will be perpetrated 
by the antichrist during his reign upon 
the earth, re-enacting that which was 
done by Antiochus Epiphanes; namely, 
the sacrificing of strange flesh upon the 
altar of God.
